And  whereas  it  is  advisable  that  provision  should  he 
made  whereby  the  poll  may  be  held  in  one  polling 
division  on  one  day  and  in  the  other  polling  division 
on  another  day,  although  one  or  both  of  such  days 
may  not  he  the  1st  September,  1890  ; 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  under  and  by  virtue  of  all
